supject te local customs or censerehin,g Some of the books alse tiere i 
earried into Transjordan by Transjordanian students who were studying i 
abroad and vho frequently visit al-Tladwa al-Adabia when in Auman. The 

hooks are then distributed to students in Trans jordans
